After Geneva parleys, the memo- 
randum (or aid memoire) proposed 
such a talk as the best method of com- 
ing to an understanding with each na- 
tion frankly and openly laying down 
its standpoints and desires. 

This information was contained in 
the text which was made public today 
by-the German foreign minister, Baron 
Konstantin Von Neurath, who said 
he took the action to dispose of cur- 
rent erroneous interpretations of the

“Inder all circumstances,” he 
clared, “Germany will do what

In the interview the defense minis- 
ter touched on the problem of East 
Prussia. Which was separated from 
the rest of the nation by the creation 
of the Polish Corridor under the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 

The federal government, he asserted, 
is rendy to defend East Prussia to the 
last man. The Corridor. he pointed 
out. would be no barrier to the move- 
ment of munitions and other mate- 
rinis necessary for defense, as they 
could be taken in by sea. 

In a statement accomparying the 
equality text, the foreign minister ex- 
plained that publication had been de- 
cided upon to refute charges brought 
against Germany that she was plan- 
ning to rearm to pre-war standard. 

He added that the aid memoire 
was intended to be confidential, but 
that France had deemed it her right 
to communicate it to others.

| SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 6.—(& 
A jury of seven men and five wom- 
ep, Weary from three days of delibera- 
tion, today convicted Frank J. Egan, 
ousted city public defender, and his 
associate, Albert J: Tinnin, and recom- 
mended they be imprisoned -for life 
for the slaying of Egan's former friend 
and elient, Mrs. Jessie Scott Hughes, 


Sentence will be passed Thursday. 

Ihe verdict climaxed a trial lasting 
four weeks and featured by numerous 
battles between opposing counsel. 
Egan's attorney, Vincent Hallinan, 
was found in contempt of court last 
Friday and sentenced to 24 hours in 
jail by Superior Judge Frank H. 
Dunne for interrupting the closing 
argument of Prosecutor Isadore M. 
Golden. 


Mrs. Hughes, a gentle, white-hair- 
ed widow of 67, had been Egan's life- 
long friend and benefactress. She 
was glowingly proud of his rise from 
police patrolman to national repute 
as a defense lawyer. She called him 
‘my son.” 

Mrs. Hughes’ crushed 
found in the gutter of a residential 
street the night of April 29. What at 
first appeared to be a hit-run death

Waterways 
Head Approves Tenta- 
tive Agreement for Slash 
in Southwestern Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Negotiations by the Federal Inland 
Waterways Corporation and south- 
western railroads for lower rail-barge 
freight rates on cotton advanced an- 
other step today toward a final de- 
cision. 

A tentative agreement for lower 
rates was approved by Major Gen: 
eral T. O. Ashburn, chairman of the 
Waterways Corporation which oper- 
ates the government’s barge lines. No 
details were announced pending action 
the railroads. 

The southwestern carriers: are ex- 
pected by officials here to reach a 
decision on the proposition after a 
conference tomorrow. It will be pre- 
sented to them by Vice President 
Brown, of the Missouri Pacific. 

Ashburn expressed optimism that 
the corporation and railroads would 


by 


get together on tne proposal. The 
negotiations are in line with the re- 
cent action by the interstate com- 
merce commission ordering 
rates on cotton by the railroads. 

Complete details of the conferences 
were presented to Ashburn today by 
lL. U. Chaffe, traffic manager of the 
Waterways Corporation. who has 
been representing it during the nego- 
tiations in St. Louis. 

It was on Chaffe’s recommenda- 
tiédn that Ashburn approved the ten- 
tative agreement reached with Brown 
last week. Chaffe came to Washing- 
ton to familiarize Ashburn thorough- 
ly with the proposal before the rail- 
ronds acted.

Major Factor 
In Avoidable Economic Loss 


BY HARRY FERGUSON. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(UP)— 
The common cold—one of the few ail- 


ments that refuses to surrender to the 
onward march of medical science—is 
emerging as the scourge of America. 

Today the public health service pre- 
sented information showing the culd 
to be the greatest single factor in 
economic loss because of illness. Most 
other diseases are yieldifg, and as 
science gradually vanquishes them, 
every American reaps the benefit in 
a death rate that has been steadily 
sees for nime years. Today :t 
stands at a new low—10.9 for every 
1,000 population. 

Of the minor afflictions, only the 
common cold resists stubbornly and 
exacts a great part of the SS00,000.- 
OOO that is lost annually in this coun- 
try because of illnesses that could be 
prevented. 

“We are finding.” public health 
service officials said, “that most com- 
municable diseases are showing de-

creases. For instance, diphtheria, | 


smallpox and measles 
are showing a lower trend than they 
have in years,

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RUSSELL TACTICS 


Vigorous Attack on Op- 
ponent Based on “Delib- 
erate Misstatements.” 


STATESBORO, Ga., Sept. 6— 
Aroused by the “‘deliberate misrepre- 
sentations’ of his record by his op- 
ponent in a series of speeches in this 
sectoin last week, Representative 
Charles R. Crisp hurled at Governor 
+Russell here today one of the most 
vigorous denunciations he has yet ut- 
tered in the senatorial campaign. 

This speech of the Georgia con- 
gressman, who is dean of the’ state 
delegation in the lower house, marked 
his second of the day. Before coming 
to Statesboro, he addressed a great 
gathering of Effingham county citizens 
at Springfield. 

Only last week Governor Russell 
spoke at Statesboro and Judge Crisp, 
head of the most powerful legislative 
committee in either branch of cun- 
gress, was incensed to learn some vf 
the misstatements indulged in by the 
youthful state executive in the face of 
hig record of 10 years in, opposition 
to cancellation of American war debts. 
Judge Crisp was informed by those 
who heard Governor Russell speak 
that he asserted emphatically Mr. 
Crisp was for cancellation, Similar 
misrepresentations of Mr. Crisp’s at- 
titude on the proposed jute tariff, the 
sales tax and other subjects which 
have been discussed in the campaign 
were attributed to the governor. 

Unfilled Promises Hit. 

After denouncing the misrepresen- 
tations and calling upon the people of 
the state to repudiate the “character 
assassination” tactics of his opponent, 
the veteran congressman jashed Rus- 
sell severely for pretending to have 
carried out his numerous promises 
and pledges made at the time he was 
a ‘candidate for governor two years 
ago. 
‘He is going over the state telling 
the people that I have said he made 
a good governor,’ said Judge Crisp. 
“Well, don’t remember saying it, 
but if I did 1 was buncoed along with 
a lot of other people. His administra- 
tion has been a complete bust. Every 
candidate for governor today is de- 
nouncing the way the state govern- 
ment has been run, Since examining 
his record 1 have found him out. 

“Under his adiministration, the 
state deficit has increased two mil- 
lion dollars, the school teachers are 
unpaid, and many of the state insti- 
tutions are unprovided for. Many per- 
sons who have been declared insane 
are languishing in common jails over 
the state, because he, has not carried 
out his campaign promises to provide 
proper facilities for them in regular 
state institutions. 

Reorganization Ridiculed. 

“His reorganization of the state 
departments when unmasked is shown 
to be nothing but a reorganization 
of the various state functions into a 
gigantic political machine, oiled -and 
greased to continue him and his crowd 
in office. And as an example of its 
operation, the attorney-general of 
Georgia, Mr. Lawrence Camp, I am 
reliably informed has paid hardly 
any attention to his official duties 
since his appointment. Instead, he 
is devoting almost his entire time try- 
ing to elect Russell to the senate,” 

Marking somewhat of a departure 
from his usual speech, Judge Crisp 
evidently decided today to hurl back at 
the state executive a dose of his own 
medicine, in so far as his criticism 
of the Russell official record is ton- 
cerned, At the same time he re- 
frained from any attack on the gov- 
ernor’s personal integrity, declaring 
that he would leave “all such charac- 
ter assassination” to his opponent, 

“Despite the provocation I have re- 
ceived,” he asserted, “I have not yet, 
nor do I intend to, make any attack 
upon his character. If I have to be 
elected by destroying a man’s char- 
acter, I do not want the office. Yet, 
that is what he set out to do to 
mine several weeks before I left my 
official duties at Washington. All 
that I have done and all that I in- 
tend to do is unmask his false claims 
of having carried out the many cam- 
paign promises and pledges made 
while he was running for his present 
office.” 

Covers Many Points. 

Aside from’ his two _ speeches at 
Springfield and Statesboro, Judge 
Crisp visited a wide stretch of south 
Georgia territory, going to Millen, 
Guyton and a few other points during 
the day. The reports brought to him 
by many of his friends who came 
here to hear him speak were unanie 
mous in their expressions of en- 
couragement, They assured him 
that he will make a clean sweep 
of this section of the state, carry- 
ing practically every county in the 
lower section of the old first congres- 
sional district. There does not seem 
to be the slightest doubt of his ability 
to carry Bulloch, Jenkins, Effingham 
and Chatham counties, the four places 
he was in today. Judge Crisp’s tour 
of the section was made in company 
with Herschel V. Jenkins, editor of 
the Savannah Morning News, one of 
his warm supporters. 

Crisp sentiment is so strong in the 
region in fact that claims are being 
made by close students of the situa- 
tion that he will make a sweep of 
three-fourths of the counties between 
Macon and Savannah, an area having 
a sizable block of votes under the 
county unit system. 

Former Congressman R. Lee Moore, 
of the first congressional district, in- 
troduced Judge Crisp to his States- 
boro audience, while ex-State Senator 
KF’. H. Morgan performed similar serv- 
ice at Springfield.- In a spirited ap- 
peal to the _— of Georgia in Mr. 
Crisp’s behalf, Mr. Moore denounced 
the governor for deserting his post of 
duty to run after a higher office and 
brought wild enthusiasm from*his au- 
dience by declaring Bulloch county 
would never vote for Russell when 
opposed by a man of Judge Crisp’s 
standing, " 

“It would be an everlasting shame 
on the intelligence of the people of 
Georgia for them not to send Charles 
R. Crisp to the senate,” he declared 
with great feeling. 

Again ridiculing Governor Russell 
for his extravagant charges that the 
reason Mr. Crisp and some of his 
friends did not attend the Chicago 
convention was because of an alleged 
power company opposition to Gov- 
ernor Franklin D, Roosevelt, the vet- 
eran congressman revealed for the 
first time today how he went to see 
Speaker of the House Garner to urge 
him to take steps for eliminating his 
name from the Georgia preferential 
primary after a contest had been 
nae by the speaker’s friends in the 
state. 

“To make such a statement,” de- 
clared the veteran house member in- 
dignantly, “stamps him as guilty of 
the most extravagant play at. preju- 
dice, trying by inference to make it 
appear that I opposed the nomina- 
tion of Covernor. Roosevelt, with 
whom I have been on the most friend- 
ly terms for years, dating back to the 
time we were both in Washington to- 
gether during the Wilson administra- 
tion. It is in keeping with his other 
deliberate misrepresentations made in 
an effort to deceive the people and 
poison their minds against me,”

“But the debts should be paid. They 
are honest debts, solemn obligations 
made by the governments of Europe 
for supplies furnished them,. and 
will do everything in my power to col- 
lect theth, except vote for war. In this

Judge Crisp got a great hand from 
the women in his audience by asking 
them if they did not think he, as a 
married man, would be better cared 
for than his opponent, who, as a 
bachelor, without anyone to look aft- 
er him. will be running around loose 
up there.”

Taking up the power company ques- 
tion, which the governor is seeking to 
raise as an issue, the congressman de- 
manded of his opponent why through- 
out his service in the legislature and 
as governor he had not sought to place 
a tax on the companies. : 

“He never sought to do anything 
about it until he became a candidate 
for an office that has nothing to do 
with power companies,” he asserted. 
“And if he thought that a tax could 
be levied on the producer instead of 
the consumer why did he make the 
consumers of gasoline pay his 6-cent 
gasoline tax. Why didn’t he put it on 
the big companies. And if he believes 
all the things he says about the power 
companies, why does he have leading 
attorneys of the companies, even di- 
rectors of the Geergia Power Com- 
pany, listed among his active support- 
ers in this campaign? The governor 
J practicing demagoguery, that is 
all.”

J. Harris, Governor Russell said that 
his appointment of Senator Cohen 
was made after the latter had been 
indorsed by G. Ed Maddox, one of 
the Crisp campaign managers, and by 
Miss Emily ward, director of 
campaign publicity for the congress- 
man, and added:

“These supporters of Mr. Crisp 
urged the appointment of Major Co- 
hen after Mr. Crisp’s name had been 
mentioned and one of them, Miss 
Woodward, suggested that | make the 
race for the place myself.” 

The governor denied, with vigor. 
that he had sought contributions from 
the school book trust or any ther 
source and said that he had always 
run his campaign on a shoestring. 

He blamed Crisp headquarters for 
the distribution of a circular saying 
that he had appointed a Catholic to 
the democratic national convention 
and another as chairman of the board 
of regents, in charge of all the higher 
institutions of learning. 

“I made a great many appoint- 
ments,” the governor explained, “and 
I did not consider the religious affil- 
iation of any of them becanse I do 
not think many men have too mucb 
religion to hurt them.” 

The governor promised, if elected 
to the senate, to put a tariff on jute 
and scored Congressman Crisp for not 
having accomplished this in 20 years 
of service to the country.

In concluding his statement, Bold- | 
ing said: 

“I beg to call attention to another 
matter. Our constitution provides that 
no person holding any office having 
any emolument or compensation an- 
nexed thereto under this state, or of 
the United States, shall have a seat 
in the legislature. 

“The constitution of the United 
States provides that no senator or 
representative shall, during the time 
for which he was elected, be appoint- 
ed to any civil office under the au- 
thority of the United States, which 
shall have been created, or the emolu- 
ments thereof shall have been in- 
creased during such time. It further 
provides that no person holding any 
office under the United States shall 
be a member of either house of con- 
gress. 

“These are wise provisions. No 
member of the legislature, nor of con-| 
gress, has the right to use his office | 
to create or to obtain any other civil | 
office under the government of the | 
United States, or of this state. This 
is the public policy both of the United 
States and of this state as declared 
in their constitutions. A member of 
the board of county commissioners of 
Fulton county exercises both legisla-

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tive and executive powers. He has 
legislative powers in that he may vote 
to create jobs and abolish offices, to 
increase or reduce salaries of county 
employes, to employ and discharge 
employes, to make appropriations or 
to increase or reduce them. and as an 
executive officer he has the power .to 
vote on many questions of business 
and administrative policy. 

“The county of Fulton has many 
hundreds of officers and employes. 
The salaries annexed to these offices 
are fixed by the board of county-com- 
missionerg, It is contrary to the pub- 
lie policy of this state, and of the 
United States, for a ‘legislative or an 
executive officer. while still in office 
and exercising the functions of that 
office, to seek or accept :any office, 
the term of which will begin during 
the term to which he has been elect-' 
ed as county commissioner.

CRISP AND COTTON. 

The wisdom of the creation of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
as the chief congressional relief en- 
actment is being emphasized daily. 
It has been the medium through 
which the financial situation gen- 
erally has been solidified and there 
are constantly increasing evidences 
of its beneficent. effect on industry, 
commerce and agriculture. 

The whole country has given rec- 
ognition to the outstanding part 
played by Congressman Crisp in the 
enactment of this important piece 
of relief legislation. 

Despite this nation-wide recogni- 
tion of Mr. Crisp’s efforts, Governor 
Russell, in address after address 
since. the opening of the senatorial 
campaign in this state, has assailed 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and Mr. Crisp’s part in its crea- 
tion, 

To the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation is largely to be attrib- 
uted the receut increase in the price 
of cotton. In the brief period since 
the creation of this relief instru- 
mentality cotton has climbed from 
5 to 9 cents a pound, and has al- 
most doubled in value, | 

This means that the cotton grow- 
ers of Georgia will receive around 
$25,000,000 more for this year’s 
crop than they could have sold it for 
less than three months ago, and that 
once more they feel hope and en- 
couragement for better times ahead. 

In view of what the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation has done 
for cotton, is it, in all fairness, too 
much to ask that the governor, in 
the light of later events, give his 
opponent the credit to which the 
whole country says he is entitled? 

While every line of endeavor in 
the country has been benefited by 
this outstanding relief legislation, the 
group receiving the greatest benefit 
are the farmers of the cotton grow- 
ing states. 

Certainly the governor owes it 
to them, as well as to Mr, Crisp, 
“and, above all, to the spirit of fair 
play, to give the distinguished Geor- 
gia congressman credit for the part 
he took in almost doubling the price 
of cotton.

As the distributing center of this 
section, Atlanta is destined to re- 
ceive great benefit from this tre- 
mendous increase in the money in 
circulation. It will literally be 
“spending money,’ for it will first 
go to the farmers, and will* then 
be turned loose immediately in the 
payment of debts and the purchase 
of long-needed commodities of 
every type. 

There can be no possible ground 
for doubt that Mr. Barron paints 
an accurate and a provable picture 
when he writes, “Yes, the return 
of old-fashioned prosperity is as 
inevitable as a rising sun.”

MEXICO’S NEW PRESIDENT. 

General Abelardo L. Rodriguez, 
new president of Mexico, exempli- 
fies to an unusual degree the mod- 
ern type of leadership which has 
during recent years been gradually 
supplanting the old-time Latin 
American politicians whose regimes 
were generally marked with inef- 
ficiency and none too infrequently 
with wholesale graft. 

Educated in the United States, a 


frequent visitor to this country and 
thrown into active contact with 
American conditions through the 
governorship of a district border- 
ing on California, the familiarity 
with American ideals and purposes 
augurs for a continuance during his 
occupancy of the presidency of the 
improved relations between the 
two countries developed over the 
past decade, 

President Rodriguez is _ still 
young, being only 42 years of age, 
but his life from boyhood has been 
one of unusual activity. As a high 
schogl student in Arizona he was a 
star football player and an amateur 
boxer of no mean ability. Shortly 
after his school days were over he 
entered the Mexican army and dur- 
ing 12 years of active service won 
a reputation as a high fighter and 
strict disciplinarian. 

Stepping from the army into civil 
life, he became governor of the 
turbulent Mexican district of Lower 
California. Four years later, while 
still governor, he was one of the 
outstanding leaders in crushing the 
serious Escobar revolution. - His 
services in this crisis led to his 
being taken into the national gov- 
ernment as under-secretary of war. 
The new president is noted for 
his impatience with political manip- 
ulations in the conduct of govern- 
ment. Rather he likes to drive 
straight ahead, with a determina- 
tion which is, however, accom- 
panied by a marked inclination to 
fair play. 

His pledge of service upon as- 
suming office is significant of the 
new day in Latin American states- 
manship. Pledging his best efforts 
to preserve the friendly, cordial re- 
lations now existing with the 
United States, he announces his de- 
termination to “‘form.a serious na- 
tional government which will be 
characterized by unity and action 
and which will carry confidence 
and tranquillity to the republic, in 
order that all sections of the coun- 
try will be able to dedicate them- 
selves to work, thus gaining the 
reconstruction and economic devel- 
opment of the nation.” 

The lack of that type of govern- 
ment is responsible for the eco- 
nomic instability and political in- 
security of so many of the Spanish 
American nations, and it is an 
augury for better times for Mexico 
that President Rodriguez’s record 
designates him as a man fully capa- 
ble to carry through the program 
he enunciates.

The soviet authorities are rellying 
on the soya bean and the rabbit to 
fill up in part the national food sup- 

ly which is not what it should 
argely due to the substantial reduc- 
tion in the country’s live stock! How- 
ever, soya beans have made a very 
inauspicious entry on the soviet mar 
ket. e candy industry which was 
short of raw materials introduced a 
concoction made out of sunflower 
stalks and soya beans, which had such 
a bizarre taste that even the Ras- 
sians who are not over-particular 
these last few years, refused to swal- 
low the new delicacy. : 

In Kiey the meat industry experi- 
mented with soya beans and brought 
on the market a new kind of sau- 
sage in which there was a heavy soya 
compound. The meat industry got 
stuck with that strange stuff. Tons 
and tons of it are rotting away to- 
day. Another line was taken with 
rabbit breeding. Rabbits are not bad 
eating, once or twice, as every man- 
hunter knows, but I have yet to meet 
the man who can stand rabbit, meat 
for more than six months. gave 
up once in the far north of Canada 
on the Hudson Bay expedition before 
three months were up. 

The same thing is now happening 
in Russia. The meat industry 18 
dosing up sausage and that sort of 
compound mixture with rabbit meat. 
For a time people ate it, but they 
are now growing disgusted with the 
taste. And no wonder. What sur- 
prises me most in Russia is the lack 
of more conventional foodstuffs such 
as vegetables, fruit and dairy prod- 
ucts.

TALBOTTON, Ga., Sept. 5.—Tal- 
bot county voters were pondering a 
question of veracity today as the re- 
sult of two political addresses—one 
by Congressman Charles R. Crisp, 
and the other by his opponent in the 
senatorial race, Governor Richard B. 
Russell Jr. 

The subject which raised the ques- 
tion in the minds of Talbot citizens 
was brought out by Governor Rus- 
sell. Speaking a few hours after Con- 
gressman Crisp had delivered a talk, 
the chief executive said point-blank 
that Judge Crisp favored cancellation 
of war debts. Russell also asserted 
that Congressman Crisp had been 
opposed to a tariff on jute until he 
had entered the race for the senate. 

Earlier in the day Talbot citizens 
had heard Judge Crisp sav he not 
only was opposed to cancellation of 
war debts but that he was against the 
proposal for a scaling down of such 
obligations. They likewise had heard 
Congressman Crisp say he had never 
heen opposed to a tariff on jute, al- 
though he regarded it as a doubtful 
question for the farmers. 

“Russell Not Concerned With Facts. ’ 

The governor's charges, coming so 
closely on the heels of Judge Crisp’s 
speech, created genuine surprise, and 
created in many the feeling that Rus- 
sell is not concerned with the record- 
ed facts.

Russell Friendliness With “Power.” 

Again attacking the congressman 
on his favorite issue, the electric 
power tax, the governor repeated his 
assault on the power companies, but 
made no mention of the support he is 
receiving. from leading officials of 
such companies. nor did he refer to 
the action of his father, Chief Jus- 
tice Russell, in disqualifying himself 
in every case before the state su- 
preme court involving the Georgia 
Power Company, due to ownership of 
the company stock by three members 
of his family, a matter he also over- 
looked. 

Later he critiaized Judge Crisp for 
the sum- aggregate in pay he has 
from the government during 
his 20 years’ service in congress, but 
no reference was made to the 10 or 
12 members of the Russell family who 
have their feet in the state or federal 
trough. 

Failure to Honor Mrs. Harris. 

Further on he ascribed to Judge 
Crisp a statement in a speech at Ce 
dartown that he had offered the sena- 
torial vacancy’ to Mrs. W. J. Harris, 
widow of the late senator, only to 
withdraw the offer later when she re- 
fused to decline the appointment be- 
fore being officially tendered, The 
statement was made not by Judge 


'Crisp, but by the man introducing him 
_at Cedartown, and denials are yet to 
'be forthcoming from Mrs. ‘Harris. 


Russell Indulges in Half-Truths. 

Pursuing his discussion of war debts 
he contended that large sums had been 
forgiven the American debtors by the 
official commission of which Mr. Crisp 
was a member, but he overlooked to 


| explain that the reduction was in in- 


terest rates and not in the amount of 
principal, and that the only payments 
paid on these debts—amounting to 
$1,800,000,000—were as the result of 
the commission's endeavors. 

And on the jute question, he cited 
his ewn authorties to dispute the tes- 
timony of experts before the house 
Ways and means committee that the 
substitution of cotton bagging for jute 
would result in an added consumption 
of only 200,000 bales a year. The 
amount was more than a million, he 
declared. Judge Crisp had originally 
challenged the governor’s claim that 
between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 bales 
would be required for the substitution, 
calling attention to the expert testi- 
mony and chiding the state executive 
for his liberal use of ficures. 

Russell’s Memory Proves Weak. 

Something of the same _ liberality 
with misinformation was employed by 
the governor today in discussing a 
contract recently let by the postoffice 
department at Washington for a con- 
signment of jute. He couldn’t make 
sure whether it was one or two mil- 
lion pounds—just a difference of a 
million, or half. the minimum involved. 

Then again on the same subject in 
referring to the failure of the house 
at the recent session to adopt a tariff 
on jute, he did not trouble to explain 
that the jute amendment was offered 
to a tax bill and not a tariff bill.

COLD IS FACTOR 
IN ECONOMIC LOSS

battered its head against a stone wall 
in the attempt to imprison the cold 
germ and to work out something to 
combat’ it. : 

In an attempt to learn just how 
injurious the common cold is to the 
industrial life of the nation, the pub- 
lic health service has collected data 
from many factories and offices. 

Patiently and painstakingly re 
search workers for 10 years watched 
an industrial plant in Boston to 
learn why and how often employes 
called up to say they were, too ill 
te work. The result was that 400; 
out of 1,000 laid their loss of work- 
ing time to the common cold. Still 
the experts were not satisfied, 80 
they went to a typical American town 
—Hagerstown, Md.—and began an- 
other investigation. 

They sought to learn why people 
in Hagerstown became sick. Again 
they figured it on the basis of 1.000 
persons. Out of that 1,000, there 
were 418 who blamed the common 
cold. Those figures—regarded by the 
public health service. as typical of the 
nation—showed the cold ‘claimed al- 
most as many victims as all other dis- 
eases combined. : 

“Allied to the common cold,” the 
experts say, “are influenza and grippe. 
A thin line divides them, and until 
we know more about the cold it will 
be impossible to say where one starts 
and the other stops.” 

Attempts to chart the course of in- 
fluenza epidemics are futile. The 
great war-time epidemic swept from 
east to west, but the one that fol- 
lowed several years later started in 
California and went eastward. The 
only sure principle so far evolved is 
that epidemics seem to follow the 
flow of traffic.

BY OTHE RPOWERS

sentatives in Geneva. He concluded 
that France had. been approached 
first because she heretofore had been 
more remote than other nations from 
the German standpoint. 

Resume of Memorandum. 

A resume of the ddcument: 

First—Following the Geneva par- 
leys, Germany believes the best meth- 
od of coming to an understanding is 
a confidential talk between the French 
and German governments, each frank- 
ly and openly laying down their stand- 
points and desires. If France agrees, 
either would be free to inform other 
powers, especially the United States, 
Great Britain and Italy, which may 
participate in negotiations later. 

Second—Germany could not agree 
to the Geneva resolution, not only be- 
cause it plainly showed the disarm4- 
ment convention will remain far be- 
hind the Treaty of Versailles, but also 
because the question is left open as 
fo whether the resolution is also ap- 
plicable to Germany. Until thig is 
cleared up, Germany can no longer 
participate in the negotiations. 

(The world disarmament confer- 
ence adopted a resolution at Geneva 
on July 23 promising an agreement 
for substantial reduction of armaments 
in later deliberations. Soviet Russia 
and Germany voted against the revo- 
lution, Germany contending that the 
disarmament commission refused to 
declare her entitled to a position of 
equality.) 


Equality Issue. 

Third—The fundamental point is 
the question of equality, which Ger- 
many has emphasized again and again. 

Fourth—Germany would not decline 
any general disarmament scheme as 
long as it applied to all powers, hence 
Germany always has urged that other 
powers should disarm, each according 
to its particular situation, down to 
Germany’s status under the Versailles 
treaty. Germany regretfully * finds 
that there was no prospect of this. 
Germany cannot be blamed for refus- 
ing to accept a solution entitling the 
heavily armed powers only slightly to 
reduce armaments, while to Germany 
the Versailles treaty continues to ap- 
ply. Germany has the same right to 
security as others. 

Fifth and Sixth—The application 
to Germany of any discriminatory pro- 
visos would mean that Germany would 
continue to be relegated to a second- 
class position. Germany would insist 
on a convention paying due regard to 
her security, but would be content 
with certain modifications of her pres- 
ent status because she is convinced a 
second convention will inevitably fol- 
low in which Germany's standpoint 
will receive more adequate recognition. 

Arms Categroies. 

Seventh—All categroies of arms not 
generally forbidden by. the convention 
must also be permitted to Germany 
and likewise such modifications as are 
needed for her peculiar situation, nota- 
bly the length of military serviee and 
the formation of a «special short- 
service militia for the maintenance of 
order and protection of frontiers—all 
within the limifs,of her financial re- 
sources. 

Eighth—In recent utterances in con- 
nection with the German equality 
question, the French premier has em- 
phasized the significance of security 
for France. Germany cannot at the 
moment take up a definite attitude in 
regard to this, as she does not know 
what the concrete desires of France 
are, but she is always ready to discuss 
any projects serving the end of secur- 
ity to everybody. 

Ninth—Germany begs France to be 
assured of the loyal and moderate 
character of her intentions, but adds 
the question of equality can no longer 
be left open. It would serve to relax 
the present tension if the military dis- 
crimination against pyres ig which 
the German people feel to be humiliat- 
ing, could be eliminated and thereby 
help to establish the stable equilibrium 
of Eurdpe. .

GILBERT PARKER 


| DIES IN ENGLAND 


Noted Author and States- 
man Succumbs to Heart 
Attack. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—(#)—Sir Gil- 
bert Parker, the Canadian-born Eng- 
lishman who gained fame in the two 
fields of literature and statesmanship 
at the turn of the century, died in his 
seventieth year today after a heart 
attack. 

The author of such best sellers 
“The Seats of the Mighty” and “The 
Lane That Had No Turning,” had 
been in good health, working steadily 
in his London flat in Whitehall 
Court until Sunday, when it was 


Just before the end Dr. A.. Leslie 
Lankester was called in, and the fa- 
mous author expired at 6:30 p.m. 

Present were only nurses, Sir Gil- 
bert’s valet and the physician. He had 
no e¢lose relatives in England, al- 
though several reside in Canada and 
the United States. 

Sir Gilbert’s wife, the former Amy 
Van Tine, wealthy New York heir- 
ess, died in 1925, after the couple 
had been married 30 years. 

Before Sir Gilbert went to London 
in the early 90s he had done a deal 
of writing which had not attracted 
universal attention.. It was not until 
he developed a leading character half 
hero and balf villain but essentially 
an adventurer and preferably an ad- 
venturer of the north woods that Sir 
Gilbert won his way into the best- 
seller group. 

But just as he began to reap the 
rewards of his work, he began to de- 
vote more of his time to politics, and 
in 1900 became a member of parlia- 
ment from Gravesend, serving 18 
years. He was created a knight in 
1902, a baronet in 1915, and in 1916 
was made a member of the privy 
council,

years a member of the Durham Herald 
staff and formerly managing editor 
of the Charlotte Observer, died here 
today after a long illness.

On Thurs- 
day he will attend the wedding at 
Hyde Park. of his former trooper 
bodyguard, Sergeant Earl Miller, now 
in charge of .the training of state 
prison guards. 

The governor arose in his private 
railroad car in mid-morning and was 
driven immediately to Skaneateles, 
where he was greeted by about 300 
villagers and where he chatted with 
Charles D. Osborne, democratic can- 
didate for state lieutenant governor, 
and his brother, a democratic eandi- 
date for congress from the 36th dis- 
trict, 

From Skaneateles he was driven to 
the fairgrounds, where he received the 
acclaim of thousands of persons 
drawn from all quarters of the state 
and from neighboring states.

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sudden death of Bern, one of _ the 
truly beloved executives of the films. 
Doctor Will Tell. Motive. 

The most sensational of _ these, 
startling by the shielded knowledge 
which it apparently contained, came 
unexpectedly to the ofice of Louis Lb. 
Mayer, chief production executive at 
the studio where Bern worked, from 
Dr. Edward BK. Jones, physician to 
Bern. Sent from Honolulu, the m:- 
snge read: 

“T'nderstand motive. Will leave at 
oenee to testify for you and Miss Har- 
low. if necessary.” ee 

Friends of the executive joined in 
an expression that Bern probably was 
the victim of his own moody nature. 
One of these, John Gilbert, film lover 
and best man at the Bern-Harlow 
wedding, said Bern once was re- 
strained forcibly from harming himself. 
The actor remarked that Bern pos- 
sessed an extremély sensitive nature 
and was inclined to brood at great 
length. . 

Rusiness associates, including Mayer 
and Irving Thalberg. film production 
executive and husband of Norma 
Shearer, cinema star, believed Bern's 
mind might have been assailed by 
strain growing out of his intense study 
of his work. 

Bern Needed Rest. 

“Mr. Thalberg told me.” Mayer 
snid. “that Bern needed a rest and 
should be sent away for a few days. 
I thought this strange for he had 
only returned some days before from 
a short vacation. 

“IT had never seen him act so 
strangely before. He had an unusual 
appearance about the eyes and some- 
thing seemed to be preying on his 
mind.” . 

Another exciting episode was add- 
el to the confusion of the tragedy 
when it was said that Miss Harlow, 
hride of two months, was so overcome 
hy the shock that she had endangered 
her own life Monday night in a mo- 
ment of hysteria. 

Still refusing to believe the trayic 
news, friends said she became S- 
se her grief and ran wildly 
from a room in her mother’s home, 
dashing toward a balcony. Only the 
quickness of a friend who grasped her 
saved the actress from plunging over 
the railings. Friends said it was a 
number of hours before she could be 
quieted. 

John Carmichael, butler at the 
Bern residence, who found his mas- 
ter's body collapsed before a dressing 
room mirror with a bullet through 


the head, repeated to police that he 
knew of no disagreement between the 
couple. But from Cliff Davis, gar- 
dener at the home, came a statement 
to the effect that Carmichael had told 
him of strained relations. 

Bello, also questioned, was unable 
to enlighten police on any possible 
cause of. the suicide, 

Harold Garrison, a negro chaut- 
feur, told police that. he drove Bern 
ome from the studio on. Saturday 
night and that the executive seemed 
in good spirits. 

The chauffeur said Bern told him 
Miss Harlow had to work at the 
studio that night and they had de. 
clined invitations to a party at the 
home of Fredric March, film actor. 

_“When he got into the car he had 
his papers with him,” Garrison said. 
“He said: ‘Well, Slickem (a nick- 
name), Mrs. Bern has to work to- 
night and I’m going to be lonesome. 
We were supposed to go to the Fred- 
ric March party but had to call it off.’ 

“I said: ‘Mr. Bern, why don’t you 
go alone?’ He said: ‘I wouldn’t think 
of going without my darling wife.’ ” 

Light in Room Late. 

Garrison said that Carmichael told 
him Bern worked on film script a: 
his home until early Sunday morning, 
stating the butler related there was 
still a light in his employer’s room 
at 2 a. m. when Carmichael and his 
wife retired. : 

An ‘autopsy gave further indica- 
tions that Bern had shot himself, 
powder burns being found far in the 
head. Coroner K'rank Nance said an 
inquest would be held tomorrow to 
find out why there was a three-hour 
delay in notifying authorities after 
the body had been found on Monday. 

Thalberg and David Selznick said 
they believed Bern suffered from a 
“suicide compléx,” and Gilbert relat- 
ed that Bern once was forcibly pre- 
vented from killing himself. 

“This happened about the time of 
the. death of Barbara La Marr, one 
of the many befriended by Jern.” 
tilbert said. “The circumstances 
surrounding the incident are too deli- 
cate and too close to my’ heart for me 
to discuss. 

Bern Given to Brooding. 

“Tt was at a time when Bern was 
deeply hurt. He was extremely sen- 
sitive and so eonstituted that little 
things hurt him greatly. He would 
Sree for days over some imagined 
slight. - ¥ es 

“He said to me, ‘My only reason 
for living is the opportunity to give 
others happiness. Should the time 
ever come when I believe I am no 
longer able to do that, I will not hesi- 
tate to snuff out the candle.’ ” 

Miss Harlow’s first husband, 
Charles F. McGrew, 2d, of Chicago, 
expressed sympathy for her. 

“T xm deeply grieved for Jean,” he 
said, “I believe she was really happy 
with Paul Bern. I did not know him, 
but I do know that Jean seemed ra- 
diantly happy when I saw them to- 
gether at a supper-dance at a Santa 
Monica hotel last Thursday. 

“Bern seemed happy, too. There 
was nothing to indicate tragedy was 
just around the corner.” 

The chance meeting at the dance, 
McGrew said, was the first time he 
had seen Miss Harlow in more than 
a year. They were*’married at Wau- 
kegan, Ill., in 1927 and divorced in 
Los Angeles in 1929. 

Wife Repeats Story. 

During the questioning by detec- 
tives tonight, with tears streaming 
down her face, Miss Harlow went 
over the same story she gave in an 
official studio announcement the day 
before. She stopped briefly Sunday 
night at the Benedict Canyon home 
where she and Bern resided since 
their marriage July 2. Then, she 
said, she continued on from the studio 
to her mother’s near-by home. 

As she reached this point, the white- 
haired beauty collapsed in another 
burst of tears. The detectives were 
hustled from the room, as it was obvi- 
ous Miss Harlow gould speak no 
more, , 

Taylor said he was doubtful if Miss 
Harlow would be able to attend the 
inquest, to be held Thursday in Bev- 
erly Hills.

Leading shares showed 
an average net loss of sligntly more 
than a point.

Cotton, which had _ elimbed 
about $2 a bale on the strength of 
the farm board’s announcement con- 
cerning surplus holdings, all but gave 
‘up its advances, while wheat's early 
response to the same stimulus likewise 
underwent a correction, 

However, coffee, cocoa, nides and 
rubber maintained their good spirits. 
It seemed profit-taking had been 
chiefly responsible for the setback in 
shares. Bonds were passive. 

Bullish professionals kept the pot 
stirring by mark-ups in coppers, steel, 
oils and specialties during the fore- 
noon, but encountered more general re- 
sistance than of tate. Metal issues, 
helped by a firmer quotation on for- 
eign copper which was hailed as a 
forecast of further domestic improve- 
ment, managed to stick it out to the 
close; otherwise, the morning gains, 
ranging from 1 to 4 points, faded. 
Rails refused to be impressed by the 
early rise, nor were utilities inclined 
to do more than look on. 

United States Steel common shied 
off after touching 52 1-2, or 1-8 under 
its 1932 peak, and closed at 50, down 
11-2 net. American Telephone’s 3% 
point loss was matched by Santa Fe 
and Union Pacific. Du Pont, West- 
inghouse, Case, Internationa] Harves- 
ter and Southern Pacific Jost about 1 
to 2. Transactions reach the  sgsub- 
stantial volume of 4,362,700 shares. 

Labor Day news, aside from the 
farm board's statement on cotton and 
wheat, consisted mostly of gleanings 
which told of seasonal stirrings in do- 
mestic trade, movements that should 
gain more strength as the fall period 
is appreached and entered. 

Two of this week's routine indus- 
trial reports are being awaited with 
unusual interest. One of these, the 
annual unfilled tonnage statement of 
United States Steel Corporation for 
August, is subject to wide conjecture, 
some maintaining that the company’s 
backlog showed a gain last month aft- 
er its 16-munth decline. 

The leading automobile producer's 
statement, Wall Street heard, would 
show a larger than seasonal rise over 
July, a poor month. 

American Metal Market said there 
had been “a slight increase” in steel 
mill orders, and that some post-holi- 
day “rush orders” had already been

‘Dying’ Vienna Is 


Dr. Evans Finds on Tour of Europe 


Bright, Cheerful, 


| 


BY ROY ROBERT. 
Two months of trarel in European 
capitals revealed to Dr. Mercer G. 


Evins, professor of economics at Em- 
ory University, that Vienna is .the 
most perfectly organized municipality 
in the world and that political chaos 
in Germany and economic reconstruc- 
tion in soviet Russia are made up of 
so mapy ramifications that he is not 
prepared to discuss conditions until 
he consolidates observations and 
notes at a later date. 

Such was his statement Tuesday 
following his return to Atlanta Mon- 
day from his travels, which carried 
him into six capitals with the Amer- 
ican seminar of international rela- 
tions, a committee made up of college 
professors and economic experts, 

It wus a situation of confounding 
paradoxes found throughout Europe 
that amazed Dr. Mvans more than any 
other conditions which came under 
hi. observation. The -paradox of 
Vienna, supposed to be a dying city, 
with its glitter and pomp decaying, 
was uppermost in his mind as he 
talked seriously of world conditions 
and affairs. 

Vienna Is Bright, Cheerful. 

“Instead of finding a dying city,” 
said Dr. Evans, “our party found a 
bright. cheerful city of people who 
have found the solution of universal 
happiness in socialism. They literally 
have wiped slums from the map of the 
city and all persons live in comfort- 
able surroundings in handsome build- 
ings regardless of their income. 

“If they have $5 a me@nth to pay 
for an apartment or flat of modern 
and luxurious appointmen|t—they pay 
the $5. If they have no money they 
go on living in the fine buildings just 
the same.” 

Dr. Evans explained that municipal 
mapping and a perfect statistical ar- 
rangement had solved the problem. 
Those who have money to pay the 
taxes simply must pay them-—no mat- 
ter how unjust the distribution of 
burden may he, he said. 

Speaking of European cities in 
veneral, Dr. Evans said that while 
economic depression had fallen more 
heavily there than in America, that, 
nevertheless, he failed to: find one 
city where social service has been 
curtailed. 

“Not a city has eurtailed or dis- 
continued white way lighting sys- 
tems,” he said, adding that municipal 
officials with whom he talked felt 
that depressions could best be solved 
with a continuance of service from 


the cities. 

Governments Care for Needy. | 

Another point which Dr. Evans) 
said indicated a reason for the com- 
parative happiness of European peo- 
ple was that nowhere did he find a 
city where he felt it obligatory to 
contribute to needy persons because 
in every case he found some form of 
socialistic or government § insurance.

Two Negro Women Return- 
ed to Jail After Threats 
at Mob’s Hands. 


LEBANON, Tenn... Sept. 6.—W)—~ 
After a night of excitement, during 
which a mob stormed the jail, seized 


two negro wofhen prisoners and 
threatened to lynch them, the tense 
feeling resulting from the slaying of 
two officers subsided today and 100 
hurriedly-summoned national guards- 
men returned to Nashville. 

The mob, numbering about 500, 
pushed into the jail despite assur- 
ances that three negro men accused 
in connection with the Sunday night 
slayings of Constable Ben Northern, 
40, and M. E. Brown, 50, a depu- 
tized officer, had been removed. Sher- 
iff Ed Climer had arrived in Nash- 
ville with the men at the time the 
crowd smashed its way into his jail. 

Unable to find the men, the mob 
seized the two women arrested with 
them in the cabin where the officers 
were killed. The women were taken 
tO a monument in the publie square, 
where leaders questioned them about 
the whereabouts of their companions. 
As some members of the crowd shout- 
el “string ’em up.” Chief of Police 
Robert Gan pushed his way through 
and, aided by pleas of a number of 
women and some men, succeeded in 
obtaining release of the women and 
returned them to jail.

The chair- 
man of the fifth district congressional 
district committee and its members 
also are named in the suit. 


“T am entirely qualified to make 
the race and to hold the office of 
congressman,” Cope said ‘Tuesday 
night.

It is extremely siz- 
nifieant that the low man in the race 
who has no chance whatever of win- 
ining should be the one to bring 
charges against me.
